The Life of Laurence Harrigan. 


Laurence Harrigan was born in Irelan 
15. 1834. 

ae lad who was to develop 

@ remarkable. policeman landed + 
ork in 1848, when he was 14 years bag 
ere he learned to bea shoema er.

And he did. for tt was on the recom- 
endation of Frank P. Biair that, on June 
, Laurence Harrigan was appointed 

@ patrolman on the St. Louis police force. 

This stroke of good luck came to him on 

his 224 birthday. 

With characteristic Harrigan energy and 
thoroughness, he was a good policeman 
from the very first day he walked a beat, 
showing exceptional aptitude for his work. 

After two vears as a patrolman, it was 
Sergt. Harrigan. for he won and received 
the promotion. Seven vears of faithful ser- 
vice as a sergeant won for him another 

romotion, and he was inaugurated as 

eutenant of Police, an office since abol- 
hed. 

In 1868 he was made Chief of Detectives. 

The Harrigan administration of the de- 
tective branch of the Police Department 
Was replete with some of the cleverest 
work ever known. in the United States, and 
it was while Chief of Detectives that the 
name of Harrigan became known froin 
New York to San Francisco. Many nota- 
ble captures were made and the chief was 
always with his men if the undertaking 
Was hazardous. 

He resigned to engage in the livery busi- 
ness, believing it would yield him greater 
Tevenuc, but after a short time he 
turned his livery business over to other 
parties and returned to the police force, en- 
tering upon his duties with renewed zeal. 

is capability and general merit having 
become fully recognized, he was, on June 

1874. made (nief of Police. He again 
resigned Nov. 18, 1875, and returned to the 
livery business, during which interim he 
made a campaign for the office of Sheriff, 
for which he was defeated by a narrow 

Margin, although he ran ahead of his 

ticket by several hundred votes. Subse- 

quecrily he was elected to the State Legis- 
lature as a member of the House. One 
term in Jefferson City was enough for him 
and he pointedly refused to accept the 
office a second time, although urged to 


do #0. 

What is known as the “‘Harrigan Act” js 
still on the statute books, and it has ef- 
fectually put a stop to the frauds that 
were perpretrated in the horse markets 
areund Broadway and Carr streets. 

The law was conceived by Maj. Harrigan. 
and was introduced by him in 1879, while 
he was a member of the Legislature from 
the Fourth District. 

St. Louis was then, as now, one of the 
leading horse and mule markets of the 
world, The German Government had pur- 
chasing agents stationed here. The bill {n- 
troduced by Maj. Harrigan made all false 
and fraudulent representations a_ felony 
and the buvers who had been fleecing far- 
mers and stock buyers for years were 
forced to mend their ways after several 
Prosecutions hac been brought and several 
Offenders sent to State's prison. 

On Jan. 8 1884, after nine years of re- 
tirement, Chief .Harrigan again joined the 

lice force, continuing as chief until May 
; 1888, when he resigned to accept an ap- 
pointment from President 

ade him Appraiser of the Port. Chief 

arrigan’s obligation to the Government 
Was discharged with credit to himself and 
to the political party he represented. In 
1890, at the expiration of his term in the 
Government service, the name of Harri- 
an Was again identified with the police 
epartment. He returned to the position of 
Chief and remained there continuously un- 
til May 21, 1898, when the final resignation 
came.

Notable Achievements of the Chief. 


One of the greatest triumphs in the career 
of Laurence Harrigan as a policeman and 
detective was the capture of Lou Dolman, 
a desperate thief, counterfeiter and genera! 
outlaw.

This was the only time in the 40 vears of 


Chief Harrigan'’s police” service he ever 
found it necessary to take a human life. 
It was a case of kill or be killed, and in 


removing Lou Dolman, the slayer rendered 
the country at large a good service for 
Dolman's wrong-doing was widospread, 

In 1868, when Maj. Harrigan was Chief of 
Detectives, there was an express robbery 
near Columbus, O., in which the booty 
amounted to over $20,000, Suspicion feijl 
upon Lou Doiman as the principal in the 
age with his brother-in-law, a voung man 

y the name of Heeman, as accomplice. 
Heeman was a messenger in the service 
of the express company, and had unlimited 
opportunity to further the plan of Dolman. 

he messenger was found gageed and 
bound in the car, and the story he told of 
the robbery did not satisfy his employers. 

Two men named Pitts and Barlow pre- 
tended to Chief Harrigan that they would 
assiet him in locating Dolman, because they 
knew him on sight and Chief Harrigan did 
not. At that time, however, they assured 
‘the Chief that Dolman was in Cincinnati. 
Later he learned that this information was 
het correct and that Dolman was in this 
city and his presence here was known to 
Pitts and Barlow. From that time for- 
Ward no further reliance was placed in 
What they had to say. 

For some reason the St. 
exprees company did not treat Chief Har- 
Tigan cordially when he called to confer 
about the robbery. What that 
he could not conjecture at

t was subsequently made very plain to 
him 

About the time Chief Harrigan was 
trented so indifferently by the express 


company he was quietly advised by a mem- 

ber of the Police Board, who was his close 
ersonal friend, that he must capture Lou 
olman at all hazards. 


“Lay down your life, if necessary: or 
better still, take Dolman’s life, if “blood 
Must be shed, but whatever you do cap- 


ture him dead or alive.’ 

This was the strange warning that Chief 
Harrigon received. and he accepted it 
—* asking for any further explana- 

on. 

After weeks of detective work, for Dol- 


Man Was exceedingly cunning and a wise! 


lotter, the house in which he lived was 
ocated. It was outside of the city Hm- 
its, at that time about on a line with what 
is now Cook avenue, 
_ Dolman did not return to that house any 
more, but a detective who waa stationed 
in an adjoining potato patch dieguleed as a 
laborer hoe ng potatoes, saw Mra. Dolman 
move her household goods nway one after- 
noon about three weeks later and acting 
under instructions he followed her, and saw 
that she moved into a new home in South 
St. Louis, near the House of Refuge. Th s 
Was reported to Chief Harrigan. 

Chief and détective went there together 
and with other officers took Ositions 
jwhere they could see every exit from the 
jhouse. This vigil was kept up until short. 
ly after 4 o'clock in the morning, when 
they saw a lamp light strike up. A few 
minutes later Dolman came out of the 
house. He unwittingly walked straight jn 
the direction of the place where . Chief 
Harrigan was stationed. It was so dark 
he could not see chearty, but he spied the 
Chief before he- got within reaching die- 
tance of him. He bfoké AWAY as hard as 
he could run, going in the rection of a 
Horse lot, which Was surrounded by a 
high fence on every side, exc®pt the one 
through which he was to enter.

3Zarlow and Pitts had proven traitors to 
him; that they had themselves been work- 
ing with a private agency to capture Dol- 
man; that t ey had told the express com- 
pany officials that they could not effect a 
capture because Dolman was being protect- 
ed by Harrigan. 

“Why didn’t you tell me that gooner?’ 
the Chief inquired. 

“Because I was afraid you would do 
something trash, and in doing so lose sight 
of the main chance for vindication—that 
Is, the capture of Dolman,” the friend re- 


lied. 

Then it was pla‘n enough to Chief Har- 
rigan why the express company officials 
had treated him so coldly. Profuse apolo- 
gles followed from these officials. 

Subsequently it was proved that Dolman 
was really the express robber and that 
Pitts and Parlow had at one time captured 
him and released him for a@ money con- 
sideration. 

Then they concocted the tnfamous lle to 
the effect that Chief Harrigan was harbo, 
tng Dolman, and but for thar ficy could 
capture him. 

The goodness of his heart caused Chief 
Harrigan to suffer sad reflections over the 
killing of Dolman, justified as he wae in 
doing so, but In his sadness he was cheer- 
ed by the knowledge that h's act of brav- 
ery met with unanimous commendation 
from the best citizens of St. Louts and 
the entire country. 

His vindication was complete. 


Another clever piece of detective work 
waoich helped to make famous the name 
of Harrigan was the capture of Charley 
Hill, the notorious counterfeiter who start- 
led the whole United States with his bold 
frauds in the late '60s and early ‘60s. 

In this city, Hill was harbored at the 
home of one Wilkey, who lived on Tar- 
gee and Market streets. Some time in 
1862 Chief Harrigan, who was then Sergeant 
of Police, secured information that Hill 
and Wilkey were intimate friends and a 
watch was at once set over the Wilkey 
house. At that time there was a vacant 
lot on the northeast corner of Targee and 
Market streets, which was covered with a 
dense growth of weeds. This lot was diag- 
onally across the street from Wilkey’s 
house. Every night for two weeks the ir- 
repressible Harrigan stretched himself up- 
on the ground in that weed patch, 
where he could see without being seen, 
One night he saw a local crook 
named John Frisbie coming out of 
Wilkey’s house with a bundle under 
his arm. Frisble was promptiy arrested. 
His bundle contained several packages of 
counterfeit paper money. 

“See here, Frisbie, I will get you out 
of this scrape if you will tell me how I can 
find Charley Hill, for I want’ him worse 
than I do you, since ‘he is your leader,” 
Chief Harrigan said. 

“Frisbie will not be back to Wilkey’s 
house any more, because he is afraid, but 
I can show you where to find him,” Fris- 
ble said, overjoyed at his prospect of es- 
caping punishment. 

An hour or two later Chief Harrigan 
and another officer, with Frisbie for —a 
guide, appeared at a house near the old 
City Hospital, which was then a sparsely 
settled patt of the city. 
“anat’s where Hill lives,”’ said Frisbie, 
as he pointed to the house. 

Chief Harrigan knocked at the door, and 
a man cautiously opened it an inch or two 
and peeped out. 
It was Hill. : 
Chief Harrigan forced the door open, 
and, throwing his arm around Hill’s neck, 


‘dragged him from the house. A little later 


he arrested Wilkey as an accomplice. 
Inside of Hill's house was found over 
$100,000 in counterfeit paper money, and it 
was good counterfeit, too, for Hill was an 
expert engraver, and had formerly been 
an employe of the National Treasury De- 
partment. 

But nowhere could the plates be found 
from which the money was made. Chief 
Harrigan knew the plates muéet be about 
the house somewhere or at Wilkey’s place. 
Not find ng them at Hill's, he went to 
Wilkey's house and remained there three 
days, searching all of the while, and keep- 
ing a close watch on Wilkey’s wife. On 
the third day the woman became lame and 
complained of great pain. Chief Harrigan 
gave her permission to retire to a private 
room for the parpece of changing her, 
clothing, and applying liniment to the limb 
which she satd pained her so. 

Chief Harrigan gave the woman time to 
disrobe, and then, without warning, he 
burst into her room. There he found the 
heavy metal plates strapped to the leg of 
the counterfeiter’s wife. She begged for 
mercy, and after confiscating the much- 
wanted plates Chief Harrigan allowed the 
woman to go. Hill was sent to the peni- 
tentiary for 10 years, and Wilkey got five 
years. Frisbie left town unpunished as a 
reward for the information he had given, 
but was murdered a short while efter- 
wards at Nauvoo, Ill., by friends of Hill 
and Wilkey. 


In the fall of 1870 the driver of a United 
States Express Co. delivery, wagon Was 
bound and gagged in broad daylight at 
Broadway and Franklin avenue. Three 
men did the work. They secured a package 
of money amounting to $90,000, The robbers 
escaped, Capt. Ford, the St. Louis agent of 
the express company, sent for Chief Har- 
rigan, and work on the case started imme- 
diately. 

In less than an hour Chief Harrigan sus- 
pected that a cierk by the name of Sow- 
der, a trusty in the service of the express 
company, and who had accompanied the 
driver on the delivery rounds that day, 
was at the bottom of the robbery. It was 
shown that Sowder was temporarily off of 
the wagon when the robbery occurred. 
Chief Harrigan arrested Sowder. Capt. 
Ford was indignant and ordered Sowder 
released. declaring that he was positive of 
his innocence. At the same time Capt. 
Ford ordered Chief Harrigan to have noth- 
ing more to do with the case, and a cele- 
brated detective by the name of Hamilton 
Best was imported from Buffalo, N. Y., to 
take charge. Meanwhile Chief Harrigan 
worked independently. He learned that 
Sowder held frequent private consultation 
wth a man who was employed at Seventh 
and Spruce streets, and whose name Chief 
Harrigan never would reveal, as will be 
shown later in this tale. He suspected they 
were jointly concerned in the robbery. He 
was on intimate terme of friendship with 
a brother of the man at Seventh and Spruce 
etreets. One day he said to this friend: 

‘T know your brother ‘s concerned in the 
express robbery and I want you to tell me 
what you can find out about it. If you will 
set the information I want, I will see that 
yaute brother's name is kept out of it, en- 
tire ite 

After considerable delay, the information 
was given. Then followed the arrest of the 
three men who had executed the robbery, 
and in arresting them at Broadway arid

Elm etreets, Chief Harr'gan found it neces- 
to shoot one of them—Pete Sheridan. 
The bullet etruck him on the forehead, but 


the wound was only siight. Sowder was 
vearrested and made aé (full confession. 
Meanwhile the New York detective had 
abandoned the care. After Sowder'’s con- 


fession was in writing Chief Harrigan sent 
for Capt. Ford and ehowed it to him. 


_In the old days the United States express 
Company was unlucky, and in the fall of 
1861, when Chief Harrigan was a police ser- 
geant an $80,000 robbery was reported. A 
robber had entered the express company's 
office and had taken keys from William 
Hord, a clerk, and with those keys had 
unlocked a safe and stolen the treasure. At 
least that was the way the robbery was re- 
ported to the police. Hord, the clerk, slept 
in the office, and he had been chloroformed. 
Of th.s there was no doubt, 
prominent doctor said so. 

Chief Harrigan was not in charge of the 
case, but was set to work on it 
insiructions of the man who was then at 
the head of the police department. 

He advanced the theory at once that 
Clerk Hord was a party to the robbery be- 
cause his story about the keys sounded 
like a fake and there were several other 
improbable features. 

The chief of police gave Sergeant Harrt- 
gan a eevere reprimand for giving vent to 
such expression. 

“Why, Hord has an uncle who owns a lot 
of stock in the express company,’ ex- 
claimed the chief. 

“I don't give a —— if his mother 
owned the whole concern: he knows more

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about that robbery than he Is telling,” re- 
plied the blunt-spoken, Harrigan. » 

And so it worked out, for in less than a 
month, threugh MHarrigan’s disclosures, 
Hord was arrested, and in order to escape 
punishment he confessed, implicating 
Charles Noyes, an ex-detective, as the prin- 
cipal. All of the money but $10,000 was 
recovered. 

While Noyes was a prisoner in the fail. 
Which was then at Sixth Jand Chestnut 
Streets, he told a son of the jailer who act- 
ed as guard that the missing $10,000 was 
buried in a certain spot, and that he 
would give directions for finding it if the 
jail guard would give him half of it after 
digging it up. The guard went after the 
money and, of course, failed to find it. 

“Why, I could find that money blind- 
foided,”’ said Noyes. 

Then the jail guard consented to hand- 
cuff Noyes and take him ina carriage laie 
at night to the place. He was to point out 
the buried treasure and after recovering 
it they were to return to the jail. When 
they reached the spot designated, one dark 
rainy night, Lieut. John Noyes, who Was 
then stationed here with the Tenth Kansas 
Cavalry. loomed up out of the-darkness 
with a detachment of soldiers. The shack-

It didn't take Chief Harrigan 

make up his mind wMmt to do when con- 
fronted by an emergency. He decided 
grave questions on the impulse of the mo- 
ment, and seldom had cause to regret his 
decision. An inetance illustrative of this 
point is tke promptness with which he 
cted in the case of Maxwell, who mur- 
ered Preller in the Southern Hotel, this 
city, in April, 1885. Letters and telegrams 
were received daily from all parts of the 
United States, each one purporting to be 
a clew to the whereabouts of the murderer, 
who made his escape after the crime, All 
of these clews were investigated. 

But one day there came a telegram from 
the Chief of Police at San Francisco say- 
ing that &@ man answering Maxwell's de- 
scription had sailed from there ona Pacific 
steamer bound for New Zealand. The only 
way to follow that clew was to send a ca- 
blegram to New Zealand, and that would 
cost about $3.50 per word. Everybody con- 
nected with the law, except Chief Harri- 
gan, stood aghast at the very thought of 
paying $3.50 per word for a message, and 
that, too, in following a clew that was ap- 
parently no more certain of results than 
dozens of others nearer home that had been 
run down and exploded. 

But Chief Harrigan pressed his lips firm- 
ly together, tugged at his stubby mustache 
a moment and figured on a slip of scrap 
paper.

Then the chief dictated a clear description

A Target for Assassins. 


It would be strange if a man of the Har- 
rigan pattern, fearless and aggressive in 
upholding the law, should have no enemies. 
Twice during his life he discovered well 
defined plots to murder him. 

One day_in the 70s a consumptive by the 
name of Howard, who had been released 
from the Workhouse through the influence 
of Chief Harrigan, slipped into his office 
and revealed a plot that was to be put in 
execution that night. 

“Bill York, Jack Clancy and Dan Sulll- 
van know that you are going out to-nignt 
to inspect the work Of patrolmen, and they 
have your route. They are going to lie in 
wait for you in an alley near Main and 
Morgan streets, and if you don’t pass that 
way they will get you some other place. 
They, will be armed to kill you. They know 
the routes you usually cover.’’ 

So saying, the consumptive Howard hed 
repaid the debt of gratihude he owed, and 
he quietly left the Chief's office. 

Ohief Harrigan believed Howard, and he 
went out that night In search of the would- 
be assassins. Sure enough, he came upon 
them in the alley designated by Howard, 
and right where he would have passed un- 
awares, but for Howard's timely warning. 

With the Chief was a trusty patrolman. 
As soon as Chief Harrigan saw the men 
he sprang forward and beat first one, 
then another, over the head with a heavy 
club. They had planned to cut his throat, 
anaii were armed only with bowie knives. 
The Chief and his patrolman could have 
shot the assassins, but they were content 
to club them. After an anmerciful beat- 
ing Chief Harrigan took the trio to the 
police station, where he locked them up. 


Later they were sent to the workhouse, 
and on being released from there Chief 
Harrigan warned them to leave’ St. Louis 
forever. 


As narrated elsewhere in this review of 

Chief Harrigan’s career, two private de- 
tectives by the name of Pitts and Barlow 
played him false and spread a lie about 
him in connection with the Lou Dolman 
case, 
After Chief Harrigan had killed Dolman 
the detectives were exposed in their crook- 
edness, and a ‘bitter hatred of Chief Har- 
rigan was thus engendered, especially as 
he had succéssfully proved that Pitts and 
Barlow had previously captured Dolman 
and released him for a money considera- 
tion. 

So they planned to assasginate the Chief, 
who was then in charge of the detective 
force. They were afraid to make the at- 
tempt themselves, and they offered a young 
man by the name of Marshall $500 if he 
would murder ‘“‘Larry Harrigan,’”’ as they 
called him. The young man spurned the 
offer, and, furthermore, he carried the news 
straight to Chief Harrigan. 
aa day, several weeks later, Chief Har- 
rigan met Pitts and Barlow standing on 
the steps of the old postoffice, at hird 
and Olive streets. He told them that the 
slightest movement on cheif part meant 
instant death for them, and while they 
stood trembling before the wrathy Harri- 
gan, he heaped upon them all the curses 
that his vocabulary afforded, in 
with a warning for them to leave St. Louls 
and never come back. Pitts left. at once 
and went East. Barlow went to his home 
in Carondelet, and was making ready to 
leave, when he was accidentally shot and 
killed while examining a gun. 

And there was retribution. 

After leaving St. Louis, Pitts, having lost 
his place as a detective with the private 
agency that had formerly employed him, 
turned his attention to burglary and other 
criminal work. One day Chief Harrigan 
received a message from the Cincinnali

A copy will be sent to Attorney- 
General Akin to-day or Monday, and as 
S00Nn as it shall have been approved by him 
attorneys in the case of the People of Iil- 
nois vs. The Pullman Co. will appear be- 
fore a judge of the Cook County Circuit 
Court and ask that the decree be entered 
which: will divorce the great corporation 
from everything save the business for 
Which it was incorporated. 

Last Saturday was the final day in which 
a petition for a rehearing could have been 
filed. Thus will end the town of Pullman. 
Its church, its magnificent hall, the mar- 
ket house, the public library and 2000 brick 
residences will be sold to the ‘highest bid- 
ders.

He is con- 
sidered an orator of ability, and was one of 
the speakers at the Missouri Day celebra- 
tion at the Omaha Exposition. He comes 
from Pike County, and hag never closely 
identified himself with the administration, 
although he is in no sense antagonistic. 

Senator Henry H. Hohenschild of Rolla, 

Phelps County, is almost certain to be on 
the committee. He is known to have been 
interested for some time in the investiga- 
tion of St. Louis offices, and he is close 
to the Governor. He is about Major’s age 
and they are friendly. 
Senator Buell L. Matthews of St. Louis 
County, formerly of Franklin County, is a 
probability as one of the two Republican 
members of the committee. He, like Major 
and Hohenschild, is a young man, and that 
he is a lawyer is considered a recommenda- 
tion for a place on the committee. He lives 
close to St. Louis and knows a- good deal 
about city ways, yet is not actually from 
the city. 

Senator Frank Farris of Steelville, Craw- 
ford County, is almost a certainty for a 
place on the committee. He is another 
young man, and a lawyer. He is a son of 
John W. Farris of Lebanon, and he has 
been interested in the investigation of St. 
Louis affairs sinee his election. In fact. it 
was supposed that he had an investigation 
resolution of his own which he would pre- 
sent te the Senate. 

Senator J, H. Childers of Hickory County 
is mentioned as the fourth Democrat. He 
is older than the others, but still is a 
young man. He !s a lawyer and has al- 
aere been friendly toward the administra- 
tion. 

The second Republican member of the 
committee is much in doubt. It is possible 
that the rule against naming a St. Louis 
Senator may be disregarded in favor of 
Senator Fred Mott of St. Louis. He is 
considered the leader among the Republican 
Senators from St. Louis, and he was plain 
in his speech when the resolution was being 
considered, in declaring that Republicans 
did not fear a fair investigation. 

In the brief discussion of the resolution 
Senator Anderson of Boon County sug- 
gested that provision should be made in 
some way to protect persons who testifled 
from loss of their positions as penalty for 
truthfulness, 

“I have personal knowledge,”’ said he, 
“that many policemen know things that 
this committee should know, but they are 
afraid they will lose their positions if 
they tell the truth. They should be pro- 
tected.”’ . 

Gov. Stephens declares that he will not 
interfere with the committee in its work. 

Senator Major was asked to state his 
views on the proposed Senate investiga- 
tion of St. Louts affairs. 

“TT hesitate to do so,’ he said, “because 
I do not know that I will be on the com- 
mittee. But if I am,-I shall do all in 
my power to see that the investigation is 
absolutely fair, non-partisan and fearless. 
We cannot do otherwise than investigate 
fairly, under the resolution. I belfeve if 
we go at the work with the evident inten- 
tion of doing justice to everybody con- 
cerned, we will be supported and assiat- 
ed by the Democratic and Republican 
press .and public alike.’ 

He was asked what he thought of the 
employment of connsel and whether the 
bar of St. Louis would be deferred to in 
that matter. 

“IT am inclined to believe that no coun- 
sel will be employed unless it is shown 
that assistance of that kind is neces- 
sary. In that event I think we shoujd 
listen to suggestions from the St. Louis 
bar and the people who are on the ground 
and know who can best fill the positicn. 
| believe the man selected should be one 
thoroughly familiar with the city and {ts 
government, alert. aggressive and absolute.

Dr. Tubbs will introduce a bill which - 
cords with Justice Gantt’s suggestion. t 
will provide that 20 per cent of the revenue 
raised by the law shall go to the endow- 
ment of the State University and 80 per 
cent to the public school fund to be ap 
portioned among the counties according to 
their population.

Have advised frequently to 
conduct the war bumanely, which he has done in- 
variably. My relations with him are cordial. but 
t not in his confidence. The United States bas 
not heen und in any way to assist insurgents by 
any att or promises, and he is not, to my know!l- 
edge, committed to assist us. I believe he expects 
to capture Manila without any assistance. but 
doubt bis ability, he not yet having many guns. 
In my opinion these people are far superior in in- 
telligence and more capeble of self-government than 
the natives of Cuba, and I am familiar with both 
races.

MR. AGONCILLO IS SHREWD. 


He Tries to Force the President to An- 
nounce His Position. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Don Sixto Yo- 
pez, private secretary of Don Felipe Agon- 
cillo, the envoy of the Philippine Govern- 
ment to the United States, visited the 
State Department yesterday. presenting to 
the officials a letter addressed -to the Sec- 
retary of State on behalf of Senor Agoncil- 
lo, inquiring when it would meet the Preg- 
ident’s convenience to receive the Philip- 
pine envoy. 

The letter of Lopez further states that he 
is instructed by Senor Agoncillo in view 
of recent circumstances to urge the advis- 
ability of an understanding between the 
American Government and the representa- 
tive of the Philippine people as to the re- 
lation between the _ respective nations; 
such understanding to be reached either 
at Washineton, through joint representa- 
tives of the two governments, or in the 
Philippine Islands in a like manner.

The grip is no respecter of persons. In 
its passage through St. Louis it has gath- 
ered in some very prominent citizens. 

One of the recent prominent victims is 
Congressman Richard Bartholdt of the 
Tenth District, who is ill at his home as 
a result of complications following the pre- 
Vailing disease. 

Mr. Bartholdt’s malady is in the nature 
of a fever following an attack of the grip.

One of those seriously ill is George Pfeif- 
fer, Vice-President ot the St. Louis Clock 
and Siiverware Co. Mr. Pfeiffer’s condition 
is considered really dangerous. He has been 
confined to his home for nearly two weeks.

He has been unable to 
visit his office for nearly three weeks. He 
is greatly missed, as he is a member of 
the Louisiana Purchase Celebration Com- 
mittee and a member of the committee ap- 
pointed by the Real Estate Exchange to 
secure legislation in behalf of realty dealers.

GEN. M. C. BUTLER ADVISES THE 
CUBAN PEOPLE REGARDING 
THEIR DESTINY. 


HE HOPES FOR ANNEXATION. 


But, Whatever the Final Government 
of the Islands, It Depends Large- 
ly on Their Conduct. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—An open letter 
of Gen. M. C. Butler of the Cuban Evacu- 
ation Commission to Fernando M. Vidal, 
the personal representative of Gen, Maximo 
Gomez in Havana, and published here, has 
aroused much comment, as it is commonly 
believed that President McKinley was fully 
apprised of the contents of the letter be- 
fore it was issued and approved the Gen- 
eral’s statements. 

You usk an expression of my opinion be- 
fore leaving Cuba as to the character of 
the people and their future prospects. If 
they will be patient, following the dictates 
of prudence and trust the Government of 
the United States, a verp prosperous and 
happy future awaits them. The process of 
rehabilitation may be slow, but by cordial 
co-operation of all classes it will be more 
certain and permanent. 

The army of the United States is here to 
fuarantee public order and to enforce obe- 
dience to law. Its use will be controlled 
very largely by the conduct of the people 
ihemselves. If they uphold the law and in- 
sure public tranquillity, if each will respect 
the rights and persons of others, there 
will be no occasion for interference by 
American troops. And you may take my 
word for it, they will not interfere with the 
people in their peaceful vocations if the 
conditions I have suggested prevail. 

The off.cers and soldiers on duty in the 
Island of Cuba are American citizens as 
well as American soldiers, accustomed to 
rendering loyal obedience to law, and they 
will not abandon on this island their devo- 
tion to the principles of American L:berty, 
regulated by law. I therefore repeat that 
the people of Cuba may safely trust the 
officers and eoldiers of the United States 
to establish and maintain the principles of 
government as set forth in our Constitution 
and laws, which mean freedom, not licens 
and equality before the law for all. 
We have no such thing as “one man 
power’ in the United States and cannot 
so far depart from our devotion to popular 
liberty as to tolerate it here. 

So I say if the people of Cuba (I include 
in the word “people” all classes and condi- 
tions) will await with patience and reason 
the establishment of good government, hon- 
estly and impartially administered, a brill- 
jant future is in store for them. 

'. on the contrary, bickerings .among 
themselves, unreasonable complaints and 
demands in disregard of the rights of per- 
sons and property, should lead to bloodshed 
and breaches of the peace and the dis- 
turbance of public order and tranquility, as 
they most surely will, the day of their de- 
liverance will be indefinitely deferred. 

You ask me whether I think the people of 
the Island of Cuba are capable of self-gov- 
ernment. This is a very difficult question 
to ansaver. I may, however, say that Il 
have no sympathy with the harsh and un- 
just judgments of those who condemn them 
without a hearing and settle in advance a 
problem which requires time for solution. 
During my four months’ sojourn in the 
island 1 have met among the Cubans men 
and women as refined, accompl'shed and in- 
telligent as are to be found anywhere. As 
yet they have had no opportunity to test 
their capacity for self-government, as it re- 
quires more reckless judgment than I have 
or am willing to assume to determine be- 
forehand what their ability for self-gov- 
ernment may be. St 
The first lesson in a p lar government, 
‘a government of the pedple, for the peo- 
pleand by the people,”’ is to rule themselves, 
When they have accomplished this most 
difficult of all the problems of life, they be- 
come fit to govern others and qualified to 
join the great body politic which is to wield 
the scepter of government over all. 
I entertain for the pecple of the island 
nothing but feelings of k:ndness and good 
will, having received at their hands notnh- 
ang but good will, and I wish for them the 
groatest measure of happiness and pros 
perity. I am quite eure that I may say the 
say the same for every United States offs- 
cial who has gerved or may serve in their 
midst. : 
They have their destiny in their own 
hands, and all the lovers of republican in- 
stitutions everywhere, all promoters of con- 
stitutional liberty, will rejoice to see them 
enjoying the blessings of free government. 
There is abundant material, if wisely and 
properly directed and employed, to make 
Cuba a great Commonwealth. 
Officially I have no opinion to express as 
to thewtatus of such a Commonwealth, for 
that is a question to be settled by the peo- 
ple themselves in their aggregate capacity, 
but personally I should l:ke to see Cuba a 
State in the American Union, enjoying all 
the rights of local autonomy and self-gov- 
ernment on terms of equality with the 
other Commonwealths of the United States. 
She would then have liberty regulated by a 
written constitution, where the military is 
subordinate to the civil power, and where 
each of the three great co-ordinate branches 
of the Government, legislative, executive 
and judicial, executes the will of the people.

TANNER SEEKS REVENGE. 


Disobedient Republicans Asked to 
Leave the Board of Pharmacy.

NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—Richard Croker, 
boss of Tammany, has declared for expan- 
sion.

The 
views which follow are mine rsonally, 
and I write them as a personal individual: 

“I believe in expansion; I believe in hold- 
ing all the possessions we have gained by 
annexation, purchase or war. 

“This policy is not only patriotic, but it 
is the only safe one to pursue. Any other 
policy would show weakness on the part 
of the United States and invite foreign 
complications, This must be avoided, hence 
our policy must be vigorous. 

“Every patriotic American and every 
Democrat in particular, should favor ex- 
pansion. 

‘Jefferson was an expansionist, otherwise 
he would not have favored the acquisition 
of Loulsiana with its foreign population,

The President has set up a milttarvy government in Cuba 
which is not oniv pactfytng the isiand, bat is exercising al 
the sovereign powers expressly disclaimed in thie reeotution. 
The revenues are controlled by the Major Generals accerding to 
 gsystem contrived by the Treasury Department, franchises to 
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of authority in such matters, the work of sanitation is begun 
under the direction of the military and a weather service is 
éestabiished. 

All these are assertions of sovereignty. They are violations 
of the pledge. However necessary such work may be—and this 
is conceded—the American Government is in honor bound to 
consult the Cubans at every step. Instead, they are proceed- 
ing in the arbitrary fashion of despotism. 

Our business in Cuba is pacification. This can be accom- 
plished speedily if it is not done already. It will not require 
two months for the Cubans to set up a government of their 
own. Let us keep our pledge and get out of Cuba.

CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 7.—At the annual 
banquet of the Duckworth Club of Cincin- 
nati last night Col. Willlam J. Bryan re 
sponded to a toast. After discussing the 
Chicago platform and emphasizing the 16 
to 1 plank, Col. Bryan took ,.up the new 
questions that have grown out of the war, 
He called attention to the President's rece 
commendation of a larger army and 
insisted that the army should be divided 
into two branches, the army for domestic 
use in the United States, which, he said, 
did not need to be increased, and the army 
of occupation which is temporarily neceéeS- 
sary for use outside of the United States, 
He said that the army of occupation should 
be recruited at once, in order to relieve the 
volunteers, but that the term of service 
should be short, because the nation’s policy 
is not yet settled. 

Turning to the question of annexation he 
spoke in part as follows: 

“The sentiment of the people upon any 
great question must be measured during 
the days of deliberation, and not during 
the hours of excitement. The forcible an- 
nexation of the Philippine Islands would 
violate a principle of American public law 
so deeply imbedded in the American mind 
that until a year ago no public man would 
have suggested it. It is difficult to overes- 
timate the influence which 6uch a change 
in our national policy would produce on the 
character of our people, Our opponents 
ask, Is our nation not great enough to do 
what England, Germany and Holland are 
doing? They inquire, Can not we govern 
colonies as well as they?.Whether we can 
govern colonies as well as other countries

ST. LOUIS WILL ENTERTAIN DEL- 
EGATES TO THE LOUISIANA 
PURCHASE CONVENTION. 


TELEGRAMS TO GOVERNORS. 


Committee of Arrangements Notifies 
the Executive of Each State In- 
terested That All Expenses 
- Will Be Paid. 


A meeting of the arrangemermts committee 
of the Louisiana Purchase Centennial Con- 
vention was held at the Mercantile Club 
Friday afternoon. The following were pres- 
ent:

Mr. Wilkinson presided. Mr. Flesh was 


introduced, when the meeting was called 
to order. He said that he was chairman 
of the committee, appointed by the Ohio 
Centennial Commission, to confer  wit* 
those who have in charge the proposed 
celebration of the 100th anniversary of the 
Louisiana Purchase, for the purpose of pre- 
venting a clash in the dates of the two 
celebrations. He said that he had no 
doubt that the Ohio celebration could be 
conveniently arranged for 1902. 

In the discussion which followed Mr 
Flesh’s statement, Chairman Wilkinson 
and ex-Gov. Francis emphasized the fact 
that the Arrangements Committee will 
have nothing to say about the arrange- 
ments for the World’s Fair, and that its 
work will have been concluded when the 
visiting delegates return to their homes. 
However, the committee assured Mr. Flesh 
of their appreciation of his friendly’ dis- 
osition and told him he might have a 

earing before the convention. 

The temporary organization of the con- 
vention was considered. Chairman Wilkin- 
son announced that the sub-committee, 
which had been appointed to arrange all 
details. had decided to present the name 
of ex-Gov. Francis as temporary chairman. 
Mr. Francis demurred to this part of the 
committee’s plan, on the ground that he 
thought it the prerogative of Chairman 
Wilkinson to call the convention to order 
and to ask for nominations for temporary 
officers. This suggestion was adopted and 
it was unanimously decided that Mr. Wil- 
kinson should rap the convention to ofder. 

The committee decided that the conven- 
tion should begin at the Southern Hotel, 
Tuesday at 1l a. m., and that the banquet 
be held Tuesday night. Mr. Wilkinson will 
be toastmaster. 

Special complimentary tickets were or- 
dered issued to Gov. Stephens, Mayor Zieg- 
enhein, the Governors of the States and 
Territories that were formed from the 
territory included in the purchase, Gen. 
John B. Henderson, Senators Vest and 
Cockrell, the Missouri delegation in Con- 
gress, president and preeeeet pro tem. of 
the State Senate and to the speaker and 
the temporary speaker of the House of 
Representatives. 

The secretary announced to the commit- 
tee that a large attendance of delegates to 
the convention is assured and that all the 
Loulsiana Purchase States will be repre- 
sented. He said that the Governors of Iowa 
and Oklahoma Territory had announced 
that they would certainly send delegates, 
and that favorable responses had been re- 
ceived from every State and Territory in 
the Purchase. 

During the meeting. Gov. Stephens was 
called up over the long-distance telephone 
by ex-Gov. Francis and Pierre Chouteau, 
who had been appointed a sub-committee 
for the purpose, and was requested to tel- 
egraph to all the Governors that free trans- 
portation would be furnished all delegates 
and that they would have their hotel bilis 
paid and be in every sense the guests of 
the committee while in St. Louls. Gov. 
Stephens said he would comply with the 

est. 
ys C. Townsend, Dr. William Taussig and 
Cc. 8. Crane reported that good work had 
been done by the transportation committee 
and, at their suggestion, copies of the fol- 
lowing telegram were sent to all the Gov- 
ernors interested in the convention: 

“Please advise all delegates, appointed 
by you to tire Centennial Convention here, 
January 10, that they will be furnished 
free transportation over all lines to St. 
Louts upon producing to agents you? com- 
mission. If any lines refuse to pass them 
free, let them take receipts for fares, and 
they will be refunded by our committee.” 

Radges will not be distributed among the 
delegates, but each member of the commit- 
tee will wear a neat silk badge. 

The final arrangements for the conven- 
tion will be made at a meeting of the com. 
mittee, Monday afternoon.
